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THE COTTONSEED OIL SEASON. 


The cottonseed oil season which is 
about drawing to aclose, and which 
may be said to have practically end- 
ed with the mills at the South by the 
closing of crushing operations, has 
been a most unsatisfactory one, a 
large proportion of the mills having 
failed to show a balance on the credit 
side of the ledger while many have 
suffered a loss. This result of the 
season’s operations is not due to nat 
ural or unforeseen causes,but may be 
attributed to unbusinesslike methods 
pursued by many of the mills in pur- 
00 | chasing their supplies of seed at prices 
whick were not warranted by existing 


% | conditions or the robable price they 
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would realize for their products. The 
conditions confronting the crushers 
at the opening of the crop year were 
not obscure and should have prompt- 
ed a different course, one that would 
at least have assured immunity from 
actual losses on the season’s opera- 
tions. The active competition for 
seed on the part of the crushers, pay- 
ing prices therefor which meant 
high cost of products, could not re- 
sult otherwise than unprofitably. 
This course was pursued in the face 
of prospective lower prices for 
lard, a large crop of seed and con- 
ditions which precluded the expecta- 
tion of unusually high prices for 
either oil or cake, There could be no 
excuse of want of information as to 
the exact condition of affairs confront- 
ing the crushers, which was plainly 
and at length set forth in an editorial 
on “ Cottonseed Oil Prespects,” which 
appeared in the issue of the Reporter 
of October 30. Had the crushers prof- 
ited by the plain statement of facts 
then given further errors could have 
been avoided, and the result of the 
geason’s operation changed to the 
satisfaction of the stockholders. But 
the “handwriting on the wail’? was 
ignored, with the result as we then 
predicted. 

The present outlook for fair returns 
for the oil still held by the mills, 
while the demand is below the nor-

lief that there will be found an outlet 
for the oil yet held at tair prices, 
Those only who hold their oil for a 
materiai advance may have it left on 
their hands at the opening of the next 


season. There is nothing in the situ-: 


ation at present to warrant the expec- 
tation of high prices for oil, although 
present market values are low and 
may later show some improvement, 
It is altogether too early to speak of 
the prospects of the coming sea 
son, There are, however, some fea- 


, | tures which it may be well to consid- 


er. First, and above all, crushers 
should profit by the experience of the 
season now drawing toaciose. The 
prospects at present indicate that the 
cotton crop this year will be a large 
one, and consequently we may count 
upon an abundant supply of seed, The 
price that crushers pay for seed should 
be based on the prospective market 
value of their products. A senseless 
bidding for supplies of seed merely to 
prevent a competitor from obaining 
the same is sure to result in the pay- 
ment of prices entirely disproportion- 
ate to the prospective market value 
of the products, and then the season’s 
operations prove unsatisfactory to 
the managers and unprofitable to the 
stockholders. Just what the limit 
must be will, of course, depend upon 

varying conditions in different sec- 
tions, as well as upon the quality of 

he seed, its yleld and the quality of 


the oil it will produce, And just here 
& word as to prospective values of the 
products is apropos. Orushers should 
disabuse their minds of all hope 
of realizing high prices for oil 
or cake. With a large crop of 
seed and ever increasing producing 
capacity by reason of additional 
crushing plants being established, 
there is no probability of a scarcity of 
oil, and in order to market the large 
output prices must be moderate, as 
both for foreign and domestic use 
this oil is affected by the price of other 
products which are now compara- 
tively cheap and show no indications 
of becoming dear. Nor can the 
crusher h»?pe for high prices for his 
cake or meal, as the prospects were 
never more favorable. either here or 
in Europe, for a bountiful supply of 
other feed stuffs. The success of the 
crusher next season depends, there- 
fore, upon whether he profits by the 
experiences of the past. To those 
who, last fall, failed toread the “signs 
of the times” aright, we suggest a 
careful rereading of our editorial of 
October 30th last, and consider its 
applicability in connection herewith.

THE ACETIC ACID COMBINATION 
DISSOLVED. 

The acetic acid combination was 
dissolved about a week ago and now 
there is an open market, each manu- 
facturer for himself, and prices are 
correspondingly demoralized. It 
will be remembered that the acetic 
acid pool was formed about the first 
of January, 1893, to enable, it was 
claimed at the time, the manufac- 
turers to obtain a fair profit for their 
goods, inasmuch as a long period of 
competition amongst themselves had 
so demoralized prices that business 
was being done at an actual loss, so it 
was claimed, if such a state of affairs 
be possible in an article that is pri- 
marily, practically a by-product. 

At the time the pool was formed 
the trade was given to understand 
that it was not a combination, as 
such a business arrangement is 
usually understood nowadays, but 
merely an agreement to sell at a 
price which would yield a profit.. It 
has since transpired, however, that it 
qas a pool in the fullest sense of the 
word, and that the entire product of 
the pool passed through the hands of 
one party, who was not an acid man- 
ufacturer, but who had very close 
business relations with all of the 
makers, 

The plan was to make no contracts 
for forward delivery, and fix the price 
on the first of each month at which 
the pool would sell for that particular 
month, the price to be based on 
that of acetate of lime, so that if 
acetate declined, the consumers of 
acid would get the benefit, and if it 
advanced the buyers of acid paid a 
correspondingly higher price. This 
plan allowed the pool to buy ite 
acetate from month to month 
and take advantage of the fluctua- 
tions in the market for that article. 
It is claimed, however, that the pool 
was not quite so philanthropic as 
would appear, and that it actually 
was in a position at all times to antic- 
ipate any advances in the price of 
acetate and purchase its requisite 
supplies, whilst the consumer of acid 
paid a price in keeping with the ad- 
vance in acetate. Then, too, its 
plan of operations did not prevent 
the price of acid from being ad- 
vanced when a fire in one of the 
works in the spring of 1893 suggested 
a possible scarcity of goods. 

The pool included all of the makers 
in this city save one,who agreed, how- 
ever,to maintain the price established 
by the pool. Makers in Boston and 
Philadelphia, while not joining,agreed 
to hold to pool prices, Everything,ap- 
parently, worked harmoniously until 


& new maker came into the field and 
began to make inroads into the trade 
of the pool, and though prices were 
nominally maintained by the combi- 
nation, it is said that cutting was re- 
sorted to in order that the pool might 
retain its customers, Finding that 
this plan would not work, the pool 
was dissolved, and now there is an 
open market and prices have been 
reduced with the avowed intenticn of 
forcing the new maker out of busi- 
ness. With this end in view, it is 
said, acetate of lime has been ad- 
vanced. Under the circumstances 
the acid market will no doubt present 
some very interesting features for 
some time to come, as those in a po- 
sition to know state that the attempt 
will prove a failure owing to the very 
intricate nature of the business 
of the new comer, which permits 
of himself using all he does not 
sell and of selling profitably 
ata price, if disposed to do so, at 
which others claim they would suffer 
@ loss. Inasmuch as other makers 
are practically obliged to in some 
way utilize the waste by-product, it 
being against the law to allow it to 
run to waste in the water courses, it 
may be asked if it would not be more 
profitable to dispose of it at a profit 
to one who has a sure outlet for it in 
his manufacturing business, and in 
exchange take sufficient of the com- 
mercial acid at a figure which would 
enable them to profitably supply their 
trade. We understand propositions 
looking to such an arrangement have 
been made, but declined by the vari- 
ous makers, each manufacturer, no 
doubt, preferring to go it alone. 

New uses, we understand, are con- 
stantly being found for acetic acid, 
especially of the higher grades, and 
it is confidently expected that experi- 
ments now making will prove that in 
most cases it is found to be a perfect 
substitute for alcohol as a menstru- 
um, Should it be ultimately univer- 
sally adupted as such, the therapeu- 
tic value of alcohol would be practi- 
cally a thing of the past. The com- 
mittee on the revision of the Pharma- 
copoeia is thoroughly canvassing the 
question and some very interesting 
facts will doubtless be presented in 


course of time.

CONDITION OF PARIS GREEN, 


It will be remembered that soon 
after the opening of the present sea- 
son an additional three cents per 
pouod was placed upon the price of 
paris green, which had already been 
established by associated manu- 
facturers. It was thought the de- 
mand would be sufficient to con- 
sume the entire output even at 
these exceptionally high figu es, 
and doubtless such calculations 
would pot have been inaccurate, 
had the season proved favorable 
to consumption. As it is, the pro- 
longed cold, and very wet weather of 
the latter part of May, not only hind- 
ered the sale of the insecticide for the 
time being, but almost entirely put a 
stop to the ordering of goods for fu- 
ture delivery. Oonsequently for the 
first two weeks the present market 
was practically inactive, and reports 
came from various sources that job- 
bers, fearing they would be obliged to 
carry heavy stocks into another season 
were willing to cut the price even on 
association brands in order to lessen 
their supply. Outside manufacturers 
have all along shaded twenty-three 
cents. The excessive heat that we 
have been obliged to endure of late 
has had its life awakening effect on 
the potato bug, and urgent calls have 
come within a few days from the Mid- 
dle Atlantic and New England States 
and the West for paris green in vari- 
ous sized packages to be hastily 
shipped by express to cut short the 
rayages of this pest to the potato vine 
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Another

Although there is activity in the 
paris green market at the moment, as 
has been already stated, it is only 
temporary and will not materially 
lessen present stocks, Jobbers are 
now centering their hopes in the 
Southern cotton crop for the clearing 
sales of the season, but what the de 
mand from that quarter will be, is as 
yet too early to determine,

THE DECLINE IN BISMUTH. 


The decline in the bismuth prepara. 
tions, which we announced last week, 
was & great surprise to nearly every- 
body in the trade, as very few were 
aware of the fact that the bismuth 
syndicate had been broken for the 
time being. Just how long the re 
vised prices for the salts will remain 
in force remains to be seen, as it is 
considered among the possibilities 
that the syndicate which has controll. 
ed the metal for so many years may 
do as it has done before, gather inthe 
outside producer who is now the dis- 
turbing element in the market, and 
once again Control the world’s pro 
duction. On the other hand, supplies 
may come forward from so many 
quarters as to prevent a perfect com- 
bination being formed, as the sources 
of supply seem so widely scattered as 
almost to preclude the possibility of a 
perfect control of the world’s output 
of the metal. 

The reduction announced on the 
London market is from seven shill- 
ings and sixpence to four shillings 
and three pence. It was due to offer- 
ings of outside lots at first supposed 
to beof Bolivian or Australlan origin, 
the produce of an old mine which has 
recently been opened again, after 
having been shut down for years. 
They may eventually turn out to be 
from New Oaledonia, as bismuth 
metal is found there, and the indus. 
try has been greatly developed there 
during the last few years. 

The supplies were first offered in 
London, then turned over to 4 firm 
on the continent of Europe, who are 
reported to have sold largely to this 
country and France. ‘The latter 
country consumes about one-third of 
the world’s production of the metal, 
which amounts annually to about 
seventy-five tons—nota large amount 
to be sure, but enough at the prices 
the syndicate has been getting to 
make all the members very wealthy, 
It is thought, however, that the high 
prices which have ruled have really 
prevented a more universal use of the 
metal, 

The syndicate 








has_ practically 
controlled the market for more 
than twenty-flve years. There 
was a slight disturbance of ex- 
isting conditions about the year 
1883, when Australian metal was 
sold in considerable quantities at 
prices below those fixed by the syndi- 
cate, Which was composed of the mine 
owners in Bolivia and Saxony. The

The men were io astarving condition, 
The Allen ran on arcek off Atka Ie- 
land and sank almost imimediately 
The captain and first mate were lost. 
The rest of the crew who left in one 
of the boats to head for the Unalaska, 
are still missing. ‘The lost vessel be- 
longed in San Francisco. The Allen 
had on board at the time of the wreck 
& $45,000 cargo for whalers up north.

The late wells are 
holding up fairly well and have been 
the incentive for starting much new 
work in that section, 


On the 16th inst., during a heavy 
electric storm, lightning struck a 
25,000 barrel oil tank containing 9,600 
barrels of oil belonging to the Na 
tional Transit Oompany, located on 
thesummitof Brilliant Hill just above 
the Pittsburgh city water pump sta- 
tion. An explosion followed and the 
oilin the tank ignited, threatening 
the destruction of four other large 
tanks and the city water works. The 
loss will not exceed $10,000. 


The great pottery and porcelain 
works at Limoges, France, have been 
considering the fuel question anx- 
lously for some time, says Le Genie 
Civil. Wood is very costly at Lim- 
oges, and coalof the quality needed 
is also expensive and difficult to get. 
Recently experiments have been made 
with petroleum with much success 
The Wright spray burner was used, 
and both crude oil and residuum were 
tried. It was found that the requi 
site heat could be kept up and regu- 
lated without difficulty; that there 
was no injurious smoke and, which is 
most important of all, the delicate 
colors of the porcelain were not in the 
least affected. The use of petroleum 
is to be extended as fast as the kilns 
can be fitted for it. 





OBITUARY. 


JONATHAN WATSON. 


The death of Jonathan Watson was 
announced on Saturday, the 16th 
inst., at Olifton Springs, N.Y, His 
death wae not unexpected as he had 
been ill for some time. No name is 
better known in cunnection with the 
early development of the petroleum 
industry than that of Jonathan Wat- 
son, During the early days of petro- 
leum he was the central figure in vast 
enterprises. He seemed endowed 
with an energy that was phenomenal, 
His early ventures were highly suc- 
cessful, and it is said that at onetime 
he could have retired from business 
with a fortune of $2,800,000, which 
had been accumulated in the oil and 
lumber business. Like many an- 
other successful business man, how- 
ever, he could not content himself 
without being actively engaged in 
business, and though for a period of 
two years he left the oil business to 
make his home in Rochester, N.Y, 
he returned and once more engaged 
on a large scale in the production of 
petroleum, 

During his absence the scene of the 
oil development had shifted itself 
from the Oil Creek valley to Pithole, 
and he drilled a number of wells in 
that vicinity, some of which were 
peeaecsre but others came in dry, 

‘hen came the Pleasantville and 
Ohureh run excitements, in each of 
which deceased was a leading factor 
and he was always in the van leasing, 
purchasing and developing new and 
undefined territory. is *‘wildcat- 
ting’ and his betrayal by friends for 
whom he had indorsed heavily, even 
tually resulted in the loss of nearly 
his entire fortune. 

Thousands of dollars he lost in en- 
deavoring to discover oil flelds in ad 
vance of the Millerstown and Parker 
developments, and though here and 
there oil was found in paying quanti 
ties, yet a great majority of the hun- 
dreds of wells drilled weredry. Noth. 
ing daunted him; his indomitable 
energy and will would not permit him 
to give up in despair at the loss of uis 
large fortune and by unfortunate ven- 
tures, and up to within a short time 
of hie death he still had hopes to 
Once more become affluent, 

Mr. Watson was a man of the strict- 
est business integrity, honorable in 
his dealings with all men, charitable 
and kind hearted in the extreme. No 
man ever sought his assistance but 
who received it. The business man 
in financial straits, the afflicted in 
their sorrow, the poor in their dis- 
tress always found him ready to as- 
sistthem. Deceased is survived by 
three children—John T. Watson, of 
Elk county, and Mrs, Mary Wray and 
Mrs, Lanman Ohase of Titusville.

In G. A. 886, 
the Board found that it was a medi- 
cinal preparation, in the preparation 
of which aicohol is used, and held 
that enumeration under paragraph 74 
is more specific than the provision in 
paragraph 76 for alkaloids, galts, 
chemical compounds, etc. This view, 
which we still hold, but no longer 
maintained, is, however, in conflict 
with several recent judicial decisions. 
And as we are under the necessity of 
following the opinions of appellate 
tribunals, our former rulings on the 
subject must be reversed, 

In re Mallinckrodt Chemical Works 
March 13, 1894, the U. 8 Oircuic Court, 
Eighth Circuit, found in part as fol- 
lows:

alcohol is used. This latter exprese- 
ion considered as a definition of a 
particular article 1s about as rague 
and uncertain as it could well be 
made.”

ter of @ ventury, however, important 
deposits have been opened in the 
South American Republic of Bolivia. 
It er costs more to market the 
Bolivian product than the Saxon, but 
this difference is no doubt more than 
oyeatnne by the admitted superiority 
of the Bolivian ore, which is gaid to 
be entirely free from arsenic, a metal 
always found associated with the 
Saxon mineral. It is almost impossali- 
ble to procure any figures worth 
uoting with regard to the yield of 
the Bolivian deposits, and although 
some of the handbooks dealing with 
that Republic refer briefly to its bis- 
muth miner, none of them contain any 
really useful particulars onthe subject. 
When the Bolivian bismuth became 
known in Europe, an agreement 
was concluded between the Saxon 
and the South American producers, 
under which ({t is said) the supply of 
the requirements of England, France 
and the United States was entrusted 
entirely to the Bolivians, or rather 
a a in soudee while Ger- 
a © east oO uro were 
allocated for the same purpose to the 


proprietors of the Saxon mines. For 
many.years, with one solitary inter- 
ruption, this agreement ha,» worked 
to the satisfaction of both parties. 
Small parcels of bismuth from mines 
outside the convention occasionally 
found their way into trade, but these 
spasmodic supplies (in which Peru, 
orway, Bohemia and Germany par- 
ticipated) have never been able to dis- 
turb the market seriously. About 
seventeen years ago rather consider- 
able shipments of Peruvian crude 
bismuth were made to France (in 1877 
that country imported about 4% tons 
from this quarter), but this source of 
supply appears to have run dry lone 
ago. It is said that the Peruvian ore 
was too poor to pay the mining ex- 
penses, and it may be that the pro- 
ducers were squared by the lucky 
monopolists. Anyhow, the output of 
South American bismuth was pres 
ently again limited to the Bolivian 
metal, which, after being refined in 
this country or in Germany, finds its 
way to the pharmaceutival manufac 
— in the west of Europe and the 
8. 

The production of bismuth in Aus- 
tralia has considerably increased 
within the last few years, and it seems 
to be certain that the known mines of 
this continent, if fully worked, can 
alone produce quite enough bismuth 
to satiefy the whole of the world’s 
medical requirements of the sub- 
stance, Bismuth ore has been found 
in remunerative quantities in Queens- 
land, New South Wales, and recently, 
it is said, in Tasmania, It is known 
to occur in Victoria and in southern 
and western Australia, although in 
the last-named colonies it has not 
been commercially worked up to the 
present. At the end of 1891 the total 
declared output of New South Wales 
amounted to 168 tons, valued at £36,- 
641, and representing from 50-10 60 
tons of the refined metal. In Queens. 
land, at the same time, 120 miners 
were engaged in the production of 
the mineral, and the output in that 
colony had risen to 117 against 31 tons 
in 1890. The Queensland ore contains 
from 17 up to 30 per cent. of bismuth 
metal, and the production of the col- 
ony may therefore be moderately es- 
timated at 25 tons of metallic bismuth 
per annum at least, It is also known 
that bismuth deposits which are not 
under the control of the syndicate 
exist in Bolivia and have occasion- 
ally been marketed.

The Coming Opium Crop. 


Our esteemed contemporary the 
Chemist and Druggist publishes the 
following regarding the coming 
opium crop and the present position 
of the drug in Smyrna, from its cor- 
respondent in that city. This is the 
letter we referred to editorially last 
week, but which was inadvertantly 
omitted : 

“In this city the opium stock isnow 
almost entirely in the hands of Greeks 
and of the agents for American 
houses. A few far seeing holders 
have profited by ever ae 
rid themselves of their stock, but 
others, more headstrong, have stuck 
to their holdings to the last, We are 
now face to face with a crop of great 
abundance, and with the fact thatthe 
American buyers, our sole prop, have 
ceased to support our market, The 
stock in Oonstantinople, which your 
correspondent in that city estimates 
at 465 cases, is, infact, Ishculd think, 
over 700; here in Smyrna we now hold 
about 1,400 cases, and in the produc- 
ing districts another 600 cases are 
probably kept inreserve. This heavy 
eupply is in so many different hands 
that as soon as there is the slightest 
cessation in the demand sellers in 
to press upon the market from all 
quarters, all eager to underseil one 
another. According to the most 
careful estimates the new crop 
in twelve per cent. of the 
area under cultivation will only 
be one-fourth of that of last year, in 
10 per cent. of the area it will amount 
to one-half, in 40 per cent. it will be 
the same, in 26 per cent, be twice as 
large, and in the remaining 13 per 
cent, of the area the yielJ will be the 
largest on record, The district of Sa 
lonica in European Turkey, which io 
1898 only produced 2(0 caseg, will 
yield over 1,400 cases this season. 
Bogaditz, Balukessgar, and others will 
produce 600 cases compared with 
2c0 last season. The numerous 
smaller localities, such as pee 
Esme, Demirdji, Davas, &c., which 
last season only produced from 6 to 
15 cases each, promise on this occa- 
sion to throw upon our market over 
100 cases each. So far, in short, as 
we can now estimate it, the new 
crop will without fail reach a total 
of 6,600 cases, and if the weather 


continues to be as favorable aa it has 
been up to the present, there is & pos. 
sibility that an 8,000 case may be pro- 


duced.”’

The Zanzibar Clove Crop. 


The receipts of duty In_ kind on 
cloves shows a failing off of 9,848 
frasilas (35 lbs.), but this must not be 
taken as an indication that the sea- 
son’s crop was a poor one; on the 
contrary, it has been above the aver 
age, and if it had not been for the 
heavy rains which we have experi- 
enced, and which have done consid- 
erable damage to many plantations, 
and the want of labor, most satisfac- 
tory results would have been ob. 
tained. The clove season is reck- 
oned from September to March. 

The prices of cloves fell from $3.65 
per frasila for Zanzibar cloves, and 
$3.25 for Pembia cloves in the month 
of January, 1893. to $2.50 and $2.26 
respectively in the month of De- 
cember; there was a very slight up- 
ward tendency during the month of 
November,but at the time of writing, 
the market is lower than ever. Nor 
can thia be wondered at, for not only 
does the demand seem to be dim- 
inishing rather than increasing, but 
the London market is stocked to such 
an extent that there is reason to be- 
lieve that it can supply all the clove 
markets of the world for a period of 
12 months; and in addition to this 
there is said to be a large quantity of 
cloves in Zanzibar at the present 


moment waiting for a favorable 
opportunity for shipment.

value of Zanzibar and Pembia cloves, 
The practice of adulterating the 
cloves with clove stems, that part of 
the- tree joining the bud to the 
5ranch, has been recently becoming 
more and more — especially at 
OChaki Ohaki, the capital of the Is- 
land of Pembia, and it has a most in- 
jurious effect on the value of the 
sample. To prevent this it is pro- 
posed that His Highness the Sultan 
should issue a proclamation making 
any adulteration of this produce a 
punishable offence, and that the pro- 
visions of this proclamation should 
be extended to British subjects by an 
order made by Her Majesty’s Diplo- 
matic Agent and Oonsul General 
under the Zanzibar Order in Oouncil, 
1888.—British Consular Report.

A Startling Result of Drilling for Gas. 


A phenomenal gas well west of Fos- 
toria, O., was drilled by the Chicago 
Oil Company. The well is on the 
James Wallace farm in Hancock 
county. The drill had only reached 
the depth of 360 feet and the well had 
just been cased. The drillers heard 
the roar of gas as the drill tapped the 
reservoir, and ran for their lives from 
the derrick, but none too soon, as the 
ponderous drill was hurled like ashot 


from a gun to a height of nearly 100 feet 
above the tree tops. The casing fol- 
lowed in quick succession and was 
scattered and bent in a tangled mass, 
No sooner had the pondérous volume 
of gas given vent to its strength than 
it ignited from the fires of the boiler 
near by and a steady volume of fire 
shot up over 160 feet high. 

Enough oil was thrown out with the 
gas to make a lake of fire surround- 
ing the well and it was impossible to 
get closer than 100 feet to the burn. 
ing well. The entire plant of the 
drillers, including the engine and 
boiler, was encircled by the flames, 
aod everything proved a total loss. 
The surrounding land is boggy, and 
for a quarter of a mile surrounding 
the well in many places the gas came 
up through the earth with such force 
that ground and water were thrown 
to a height of ten feet or more, and 
these patches resemble boiling 
springs. The water gurgled and danc- 
ed from the escape of the gas fully a 
quarter of a mile away from the well. 
The entire woods were filled with the 
gas coming through the ground and 
people left the place, fearing at any 
time that the entire vicinity might 
spring into a mass of seething flames, 

Oil men old in experience declare 
that nothing like it has ever been 
known, It is in entirely new territory, 
and is supposed to be a crevice or 
pocket which will soon blow itself out. 
At its present rate of speed it can not 
be brought under control.

ance ofthe “bugs” who are gettin 
in their fine work. This demand, 
however, will be over in a few days, 
though it may be revived later on 
should the cotton worm commence 
its usual depredations on the growing 
plant. A new tariff bill haa been in. 
troduced in the House by a Southern 
member to put Paris green on the 
free list. While this is not pleasing 
to the “Trust,” it will have no effect 
as regards this season’s output. There 
1s nothing new or interesting as re. 
gards the lead pigments, the demand 
for which is of a retail nature. The 
other changes, which are few, are 
noted in detail below. 


White Lead. Zino Etc. 


White Lead.—There is not sufficient 
demand for either dry or lead in oil 
to mak> a market, consequently 
prices are only nominal. There is no 
abatement in the sharp competition 
which has been in progress on the 
Pacific coast, where prices range from 
4% @6c for lead in oil, as to make and 
holder. There is only a limited de. 
mand here for lead !n oll to meet cur- 
rent needs, and these are daily grow- 
ing less as the warm weather ad. 
vances. For old process makes the 
price for car lots ranges from 54%@ 
5\e, less the usual discounts, though 
some dealers are still retailing the 
“best brands” at 6%c. In the ab- 
sence of any important demand dry 
lead is nominal at 4%@ikc as to 
make, for car lots, less the usual dis- 
count.

Pig Lead.—The market has ruled 
steady, though inactive all the week.

Oxygen im Glass Melting. 
BY ROBERT LINTON, 


A number of very interesting ex- 
periments with the so-called ‘‘Thom- 
as process” for the use of oxygen or 
superheated air to assist and acceler- 
ate the melting of glass have been 
made recently in England and Belgi- 
um. Tbethree English parents cov- 
ering the process were granted in 1886 
and 1891 and are now controlled by 
the English company which nas been 
conducting the experiments. 

A brief outline of the process is as 
follows: The melt is beun as usual 
and when the batch has melted down 
to the thick, doughy state it assumes 
when the melt is about one-third fin- 
ished,a platinum tube ae to the 
the bottom of the pot or tank is intro- 
duced into the half melted mass and 
through this tube oxygen Is led into 
the g for 15 or 20 minutes. Then 
the tube is taken out and the melt 
continued as usual. The oxygen gas 
is led directly from the receivers in 
which it is furnished to consumers in 
Eogland and on the continent, recei 
vers holding a thousand liters of gas 
under pressure of a hundred atmos- 
pheres. According to the statement 
of Prof Lewes the time of finishing 
the actual melting stage is reduced to 
afew minutes and the time required 
for the affin is much less 
than in ordinary melts. The 
effect is partly physical and 
partly chemical. The bubbles of 
gas rise through the mass and 
stir the ingredients together very 
thoroughly;practically the same thing 
as a practice, old asthe glass indus- 
try itself and still in vogue in some 
factories. of oe the glass with a 
stick of green wood or pushing pota- 
toes dowm to the bottom of the pot 
which evolve volumes of carbonic 
acid and aqueous vapor. But the ox- 

gen has another and much more 

mportant physical effect. It distri 
butes the heat more pevey ane thor- 
oughly throug out the glass, at the 
same time raising materially its in- 
tensity. It is probably due to this 
fact that the time of melting can be 
so materially reduced as was shown 
7 the experiments. The shortenin 
of the time of the affinage isexplained 
by Prof, Lewes in sv.\ing that the 
current of gas passing through the 
gee serves to combine into large 
ubbles the small bubbles of acid set 
free by the decomposition of the car- 
bonates and sulphates, and that these 
bubbles are more easily expelled than 
the minute ones. But according to 
this theory the oxygen process ought 
not to be sho:ter than the potato pro- 
cess, A better examination perhaps 
is to assume that the point where the 
raw materials are totally decomposed 
is reached earlier in the Thomas pro- 
cess than in the usual melts, he 
chemical effect consists in burnin 
out the oxidizable materials, espec 
ally iron. Window and plate lass 
connot of course be entirely freed 
from green color by this means (nor 
by any other) because the tempera 
tures of the glass furnace is always 
so high as to reduce a part of the fer- 
ric oxide formed. 

The process as followed by its ex- 
perimenters has its difficulties, and 
great difficulties, when applied to 
practice, To iatroduce the oxygen 
eee a platinum tube is objection. 
able, for platinum is expensive. pA 
platinum tube heavy enough to stand 
use of this kind would cost a good 
round sum of money, and it is not 
pecnente that it would be very durable. 

t  commeias. sagen oe to sewees a

the glase, which will not a be of 
use to experimenting scientists, but 
also rational for practice. Another 
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difficulty in many places would be_ to 
secure the oxygen, a difficulty felt 
less in Europe where oxygen factories 
furnish the gas at very reasonable 
rates. For factories where oxygen is 
not available the process provides for 
the use of hot air as a substitute. 

As to the details of the experiments 
they were made with flint glass, win- 
dow giass and plate glass, with the 
following results: 

1. Flint Glass.—The experiment 
was made in a small factory in Lon 
don in @ pot holding about 300 
pounds. The temperature of the fur- 
nace is rather low and the melt under 
ordinary circumstances requires 20 to 
80 hours, = introducing oxygen as 
soon as the giass was melted enough 
to dermit it, a shortening of the melt 
was attained as follows: Melt

that is, a saving of 46 per cent. in 
time and fuel. The glass was blown 
and cut and was not inferior in qual- 
ity to the best flint glass. 

2. Window Glass in Tanks.—The 
experiments were made in a 130 ton 
tank in Lancashire and were not very 
satisfactory in thatthe results were 
gauged only | the opinion of the 
meiter there. he oxygen was in- 
troduced near the back of the tank 
and certainly hastened the melt in 
the opinion of the melter; as much 
melting was done in 20 minutes as 
was usually done in an houranda 
half. Little importance can be at- 
tached to this. The ordinary tank 
being constructed for continuous op- 
eration, it is given dimensions which 
allow the glass to flow gradually from 
the filling in the hole forward to the 
rings, reaching the latter when it is 
ready to work. To introduce a pro- 
cess which would so materially short 
en the time of melting would of course 
so change the conditions of the melt 
as to require a tank of other dimen- 
sions—shorter, with raised cap, etc. 
Naturally the process must be pretty 
well perfected for use in pot furnaces 
before any company will carry out 
this costly experiment. 

3. Plate Glass.—Experiments were 
made in a large plate works where 2 

ots holding 8-10 cwt. of glass were 
Billed and melted in the same furnace 
and under exactly the same condi- 
tions, excepting that oxygen was in- 
jected into one ofthem. This served 
to give afair comparison of resuits. 
In this case the batch was filled in 3 
times and oxygen was injected each 
time as soor asthe batch was suffi- 
ciently melted to admit of it, The 
pot melted with oxygen was ready to 
cast in 9 hours, the other required 15. 
Glass was cast from both pots, ground 
and polished and was in both cases of 
the uniform good oe | which the 
works manufacture. he intensity 
of the green color was measured and 
the glass made with oxygen showed 8 
per cent less than the other. 

In theese experiments 40.60 cubic 
feet of onygee was consumed per ton 
of glass. The excess of oxygen—that 
is, all except the small amount which 
combined with the materials to form 
oxides of iron, carbon, etc.,—escaped 
into the furnace and made the air rich 
in oxygen. which is of course an aid 
to a complete and clean combustion, 


Prof. Lewes informs the writer that 
in addition to these experiments with 
oxygen, experiments have been made 
in a large flint works on the continent 
to employ the same process with 
superheated air instead of oxygen. 
The result was to reduce the time of 
melting from 19 to 16 hours, or a sav- 
ing of 3 hours, 

It must be admitted that these fig- 
ures are rather striking ; however, as 
already stated, the technical difficul- 
ties with which the process is encum- 
bered must first be removed before it 
can be made available for ordinary 
manufacturers.—Am. Manufacturer.

The above, of course, only include 
the more common of the fixed oils. 
These are, many of them, very liable 
to adulteration, and as it is not al 
ways convenient to send samples to a 
professional analyst the chemist 
should be able to apply a few ready 
tes s for himsel?. Of course the spe 
cific gravity is a very valuable indi- 
cation, and should invariably be 
taken. The saponification equiva- 
lent, which is a figure expressing the 
number of grams of oil saponified 
by a liter of normal alkali, is of great 
use, especially if a hydro-carbon oil 
be the adulterant. A very ready test, 
however, is the .following: 60 grams 
of the oll are poured in a beaker and 
the temperature noted. The beaker 
is packed in cotton wool and 10 cc, 
of con. entrated sulphuric acid is run 
in slowly. The mixture should be 
stirred all the time with the ther- 
mometer. The temperature of course 
rises. The point reached should be 
noted, and this, minus the original 
temperature, gives the increase due 
to the chemical action. Fora given 
oil this is remarkably constant, so 
long as the conditions of the experi- 
ment are the same. The follo.ing 
are the usually accepted figures: 


Hence the adulteration of, sey olive 
oil with cottonseed or linseed oil is in- 
dicated easily by this teat. The elai- 
din test is, of course, exceedingly val- 
uable. To prepare the solution 1 cc. 
of mercury is dissolved in 12 cc, of 
cold nitric acid (1.420), Two co. of 
this solution are shaken with 50 cc, of 
the oil, to be tested every 10 minutes 
for two hours. Olive oil gives a very 
characteristic lemon yellow firm 
elaidin. The chief groups are as fol- 
lows: (a) A solid, hard mass is yielded 
by olive, almond, arachis, lard and 
sperm oil. (0) A product of the con- 
sistence of butter is given by neats- 
foot, bottlenose, mustard and some- 
times by arachis and rape oils. (c) A 
pasty or buttery mass, which sepa.

the result that the amount of sophis. 
ticated oil on the market is enormous, 
and great care should be used ip 
selecting a market. These oils are 
often bought by the gallon, so that jt 
will be useful to remember the num. 
ber of pounds per imperal gallon ip 
the various oils. The following table 
will give the requisiet information: 


In addition to the more simple re- 
actions for oils, we may indicates 
few methods in common use by the 
analyst to determine their purity.One 
of these is the estimation of iodine 
absorbed by the oil under given cir. 
cumstances. When it is remembered 
that a number of these oils are lar 
ly composed of saturated fatty acids 
in combination with glycerine, it is 
easy to understand that a_ large 
amount ofiodine cun enter into com- 
bination with them. And sinve this 
amount is fairly constant for many of 
the oils, it affords valuable informa- 
tion to the analyst. The numbers for 
a few of the chief are the following:

Of cc urse the viscosity of an oil is also 
a@ valuable test. Boverton Redwood 
devised an apparatus by which this 
can be accurately measured and com- 
pared with a standard oil. The 
characteristics of fatty acids obtain- 
ed by the saponification of the oil 
are of great importance. Olive oil, 
for example, yields nearly pure oleic 
acid with a very low melting point, 
If adulterated with, say, cotton 
seed oil, the melting point of 
the free acid is raised by a great many 
degrees. Oolor reactions are not, as 
arule, of much value, and, taken as 
a@ whole, oil analysis is a difficult 
problem, hence the great importance 
of knowl::g the character of the firm 
from whom you obtain them.

The Opium Trade of Ispahan, Persia. 


Of the exports of Yezd, the most 
important is that of this drug. It was 
more largely grown in this province 
than anything else, in comparison 
with their respective values. Various 
causes have lately conduced to ade- 
cided falling off in the cultivation of 
the poppy. In a good year the total 
output of Yezd was some 1,600 cases, 
each case weighing about 180 pounds. 
An aver output would be about 
1,000 or 1,200 cases. In speaking of 
tne opium of Yezd,T include not alone 
that only grown in the province, but 
also that produced in Khorasgan,Tab- 
bas, and even in the Herat district. 
The crude stuff is sent to Yezd, where 
it is manufactured.

Indeed, it is principally 
owing to the producers of the acid 
rofitable to convert

(several firms in Turin and Flvurence 
are also engaged in similar business) 
that the decline in the export of native 
acid ig to be attributed. 
But even admitting this fact, there 


can be no doubt that the competition 
of the borates from Oalifornia, Peru, 
Chili, Bolivia, Argentina, Persia, Asia 
Minor, and Thibet, are serlously af 
fecting the value and the demand for 
the once indispenatble Tuscan boracic 
acid. Itis not that boracic acid is 
found, or at any rate developed to 
any great extent in Oalifornia, but 
the native borax and borates of lime 

from which borax and boracic acid 
can be produced, exists in an abund 

ance which quite overshadows the 
Tuscan supply. Indeed, a well known 
London merchant lately informed me 
that there existed enough borate of 
lime in one locality of California to 
supply the world for years. 


Still, if the producers in Italy of the 
native acid continue to undersell their 
American and Eastern competi:ors 
they have reason to ho 
maintenance of a business,if not of as 
flourishing proportions as in the past, 
at least of a solid and renumerative 
character.—British Consular Report. 


Daties on Petroleum. 


By the act of March 2, 1861, there 
was imposed ‘‘on kerosene and all 
other coal oils 10 cents per gallon.” 


By the act of July 14, 1862, it was 
changed as folllows, v}2: 
On petroleum and coal illuminating 
oil, crude, 10 cents per gallon ; refined 
or kerosene produced by distillating, 
20 cents per gallon. 
This was cnanged again in part by 
act of March 3, 1863, as follows: 
On petroleum and coaliiluminating 
oil, crude and not refined, when im- 
ported from foreign countries in a 
crude state, 20 per cent. ad valorem 
and no more, 
On June 30, 1864, the specific duty 
was restored, as follows: 
On petroleum and coal illuminating 
oil, crude, 10 cents per gallon; on il- 
ae oil; * * * refined or 
rom the distillation of * * * 
petroleum, 30 cents per gallon. 
This was increased March 3, 1865, 
to 20 cents per gallon “crude petro- 
leum.or rock oil,” and 16 cents per 
gallon on crude ‘‘coal oil,” and the 
duty on refined oil was raised to 40 
The same rates are 
found in the revised statutes of 1874. 


In the law of March 3, 1883, petro- 
leum is not specialiy mentioned, but 
a rate of 265 per cent. ad valorem is im- 
posed on “‘distilled oils,’ and ‘‘on all 
raw or unmanufactured articles not 
herein enumerated, a duty of 20 per 
cent, ad valorem.”’ 


The act of 1890 retains exactly the 
same provisions. 


Under the last two mentioned laws, 


there has been no questicn as to the 
rate imposed on crude petroleum, 
which is ten percent. As to refined 
and lubricating oils, there has been 
doubt, uncertainty, and contradiction 
in the Treasury rulings,but they have 
apparently finally settled to what 
would seem should have from the 
beginning a plain conclusion, viz., 
that refined or illuminating oil is 
dutiable as a ‘‘distilled oil’? at 26 per 
cent., and lubricating oil as a man- 
ufactured product at 20 per cent. 


When this tariff was first imposed 
on keresene oil in 1861 it was worth 
61% cents per galion. It is now 
worth in barrels in New York 6% 
cents per gallon, in bulk 2 46-100, and 
at the refineries of the oil regions it 
has sold within a year as low as 
1 55-100 cents per gallon,

A Hamburg correspondent says the 
German, Dutch, English and Ameri-

SATURDAY EVENING, June 23. 1894. 
We have nothing of special import- 
ance to comment upon this week, as 
the oil market presents no new feat- 
ures, and is generally quiet. The re- 
cent clearing sale of crude menhaden 
oil still furnishes food for conversa- 
tion among bleachers and others in- 
terested in fish oils. Animal oils are 
quiet, lard being in slow demand, and 
its oils quite flat at low values. 
Tallow may be considered on a par 
with lard for dullness. Ootton oil 
closes very quiet, and cocoanut is 
easier for future shipments. The 
only oil that can be reported advanced 
is linseed, which is being held firm at 
higher prices, 


Vegetable Oils. 


Linseed.—As foreshadowed in our 
last, the city crushers on Monday ad- 
vanced the price to 54¢c for raw, 57c 
for beiled and 650 for Calcutta. Pre- 
vious to the advance considerable oil 
was booked for July delivery at the 
old price. It is claimed that the 
stock of oilin the West is in small 
compass. Oonsequently they have 
made another advance and are no 
quoting 54c for car lots of old process, 
while new process oil is held at 53c. 
There are rumors current that the 
city crushers will early next week ad 
vance price again for city oil; if so it 
would not be on account of the 
demand, which all report as being 
very light, and likely to remain so 
during the summer. 


Cottonseed.—_The market has ruled 
rather easy. The supply of oil still 
in the possession of the mills is be- 
lieved to be unusually small for this 
season of the year, and consequently 
the holders are justified in insisting 
upon full prices, although the general 
conditions affecting the market are 
not favorable to the expectations of 
an advance, There are a few orders 
for export on the market, but there is 
too great a divergence in the views cf 
buyers aud sellers to admit of busi- 
ness. Exporters have been offering

Refined petroleum, which will not 
ignite at a temperature less than 110 
degrees of Fahrenheit thermometer, 
may be carried on board such steam- 
ers upon rou‘es where there is no other 
practicable mode of transporting 
it and under such regulations as shall 
be prescribed by the board of super- 
vising inspectors, with the approval 
of the Secretary of the Treasury; and 
oil or spirits of turpentine may be 
carried on such steamers when put up 
in good metallic vessels or casks or 
barrels well and securely bound with 
iron and stowed in a gecure part of the 
vessel; and friction matches may be 
catried on such steamers when se- 
curely packed in strong tight chests 
or boxes (the covers of which shall be 
well secured by locks, screws or other 
reliable fastenings) and stowed in a 
safe part of the vessel at a secure dis- 
tance from any fire or heat. Oils for 
illuminating and lubricating pur- 
poses made wholly or in _ part 
from petroleum, when put up in 
secure packages plainly branded 
and marked to show the name of the 
manufacturer and the nature of the 
contents, may be used as stores on 
steamers carrying passengers: Pro 

vided, That said oils will stand a fire 
test of not less than 300° Fahrenheit. 
But no such package when once used 
shall be refilled for continued use, 
except by the manufacturer of the 
product, and any person who for the 
purposes aforesaid shall willfully 
refill the same with oils bearing 
a fire test of less than three hundred 
Fahrenheit, or any person who shall, 
knowingly, use therefrom oils of less 
than three hundred degrees Fahren- 
heit fire test, or any person who shall 
willfully affix any false, forged or 
counterfeit brand upon any such 
package, shall be deemed guilty of a 
misdemeanor and, on conviction 
thereof, shall be fined not exceed- 
fog two thousand dollars, or 
be imprisoned not exceeding eight- 
een months, or both said pun- 
ishments in the discre‘ion of the 
court. All such other provisions shall 
be made on every steamer — 
passengers or freeght to guar 

against and extinguish fire as shall 
be prescribed by the board of super- 
vising inspectors and approved by 
the Secretary of the Treasury.”

Dull trade is what we hear from 
every direction. Business does not 
seem to improve, and so far as our 
inquiries extend there is no immedi- 
ate pro pect of revival. Ourrency 
still flows to this city and other money 
centers, a sure sign that business 
throughout the country is stagnant.

Tha testimony cf some 
Senators that they have not speculat- 
ed and profited by their transactions 
io sugar stock during this session of 
congress is doubted by many and it 
ig even intimated that evidence is in 
the hands of some members of Oon- 
gress that would clearly show the 
state of facts, even if their brokers 
cannot be made to show their books, 
In Wall street there is very little 
doing outside the industrials and ac- 
tivity in these is only in consequence 
of open and bold manipulation. 
Oordage stock opened the week 1 
point or more up on the bulltalk that 
arrangements had been made with 
competitors and inciders were buying. 
These same reports are reiterate 
but the price of the stock has receded 
from the highest over 2 points. There 
are those who believe the price will 
be advanced as soon as some interests 
sufficiently increase their holdings.

The Adulteration of Balsam Copaiba. 


The firm of dealers who issued the 
circular regarding the adulteration of 
balsam copaiba, and which we pub- 
lished two weeks ago, when ask d for 
their views on the opinions of the 
trade published in our last, said that 
they ought not to go unanswered, as 
they might give the trade wrong im- 
pressions. ‘‘You say,” said they, 
“that all that adulteration h s 
been practised to a very large extent, 
but that the pastes houses (meaning 
the buyers of balsam by single or few 

ackages) are blamed. This is an un- 

air and incorrect charge, the smaller 
buyers do not inquire, when they want 
to buy, what has been paid for lots to 
the importers; on the contrary, they 
will buy where they think they can 
do so to the best advantage, expect- 
ing, however, to get pure balsam co 
paiba delivered. The real cause of 
adulterations is the too sharp compe- 
tition among the sellers, and to make 
up for the low prices they sell at they 
put in more or less of an adulterant, 
generally gurjun balsam, preferring 
thereby to mislead the buyer rather 
than to come out openly and quote a 
fair price for pure balsam copaiba. 
If adulterations should be al- 
lowed to go on, where, we 
may be allowed to ask, is the 
limit; will the manipulators be 
satisfied to put in 25%, 60%, or 76% 
of the adulterant. It is claimed by 
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some, that gurjum balsam will ans- 
wer the same purposes, therapeutic- 
ally, as true balsam copaiba, other 
authorities claim the reserve ; we can- 
not decide this question, but we will 
sell gurjun balsam as such, and pure 
balsam copaiba, whichever may be 
demanded. 

‘Regarding the teste, we have inves- 
tigated this matter pretty thoroughly 
and judging from numerous experi 
ments, we believe our tests, as indi- 
cated in our circular, to be correct. 
The aqua ammonia test, as stated, is 
not applicable to Para balsam or such 
as contain a large percentage of oil. 
as this will saponify. The simplest 
and surest test for gurjun balsam 
certainly is to hold the sample in a 
strong light, especially direct sun 
light. Pure balsam copaiba never 
shows the greenish violet tinge, state- 
ments to the contrary in your article, 
- published June 18, notwithstand- 

ng.”

Mineral Saperphosphate Manufacture. 


BY JOHN NEWPORT. 


The manufacture of superphos- 
phates and other fertilizers is a com- 
paratively new industry, yet, statis- 
tics show that for the year 1893 the 
enormous total of nearly two million 
tons were used in the United States, 
while indications point to a much 
—— figure for the preser t year. 

he contemporary rise and develop- 
ment of the sulphuric acid industry, 
which is allied to the former, and in 
which a very large proportion of the 
sulphuric acid is used, is owing to the 
unprecedented strides the manufac- 
ture of mineral superphosphate has 
made in recent years. To convey an 
adequate idea of the magnitude of 
the sulphuric acid industry, it will 
suffice to state, that in 1892 the aggre 
gate output of acid, (66° B.), reached 
the sum of 650,000 tons, of which 
amount 60 per cent. was used directly 
in decomposition or dissolution of 
phosphatic material of the mineral 
order, in its transformation into super 
phosphate, 

As the area of culturable soil is 
widening yearly and the American 
farmer is gradually becoming edu- 
cated to the necessity of the gudicious 
use of superphosphate, the toregoing 
figures wil augment in a correspond- 
ing ratio. 

‘The manipulation of the various in- 
gredients in correct proportions in the 
manufacture of superphosphate and 
the strength of the whole graded to 
the required consistency, according 
to the nature of the soil or the crop 
which it is intended to nurture, has 
resolved itself into a science. 

The increased demand for the prin 
cipal ingredient which forms the 
primary constituent of superphos- 
phate, that is: the phosphatic ma 
terial has developed the mining in 
dustry, with regard to that substance 
to a very considerable extent within 
the past twenty years, In 1892, the 
last year for which statistics are com- 
plete, the quantity of rock phosphate 


produced in the United States ap- 


proximated a million tons,much the of ; 


large portion of which came from 
South Oarolina, where at present the 


mines are most vigorously worked. 


The home consumption of the fer- 
tilizer is chiefly in the southern, 
western and eastern states. In the 
south it is chiefly in demand for the 
cotton crops, for the grain crops of 
the west and for the fruit and vege- 
table crops of the east. From 400,000 
to 450,000 tons of the output of phos- 

hate rock were used in the manu- 
acture of superphosphate in the Uni-

In 1842 a botanist and clergyman, 


Prof, Henslow, casually discovered a 
few nodules on the coast of Suffolk, 
England, and being impressed with 
the idea that the constituent parts of 
the product might be of importance 
in the industrisl world, they were 
placed in the hands ofa chemist for 


analysis, The result showed them 
to be fossils or coprolites on the sup- 
position that they consisted of ani- 
mal excrement and contained from 
fifty to fifty-five per cent. of phos- 
phate of lime, 
discovery Prof. Henslow might easily 
have realized a considerable fortune. 
The quarry at which the discovery 
was made could have been bought or 
rented ata merely nominal figure, 
and there were many fertilizer manu- 
facturers in England at that time, 
who were prepared to pay for any in- 
formation that would vance their 
interests, but he did not consider such 
a@ course consistent with his position 
as a clergyman and a man of gclence, 
and ultimately gave the result of his 
investigations to I. B. Lawes, who 
made the superphosphate obtained 
from the phosphatic material the 
subject of a patent which he, how- 
ever, was unable to maintain. 

Subsequently beds of similar mine- 
ral material were discovered in seve- 
ral districts in England and Norway, 
and at a later period the immense de- 

osits in South Carolina and Florida. 

urther investigation revealed the 
fact that the superphosphate of lime 
produced from the mineral, being 
much less soluble than that from the 
bones, could only be usefully applied 
when mixed in moderate proportions 
with the latter. 

The American deposits of phos. 
phate are by far the most important 
yet discovered, being practically in- 
exhaustible as a source of fertilizer 
material, and which have already 
demonstrated their immense value to 
agriculture. The deposits in South 
Carolina occur in a strip of land from 
ten to twenty miles in breadth, com- 
mencing at Broad river in the south- 
east and running sixty miles along 
the coast northeasterly. The phos- 
phate mining industry is of more re. 
cent origin in Florida; deposits found 
there, so far, exceed 2,000 square 
miles along the rivers Peace and Ala 
fia. The quantity in sight in South 
Carolina is computed at 14,000,000 
tons, while Florida is credited with 
the enormous quantity of 133,056,116 
tons, and in North Oarolina, Georgia 
and other States, 1,000,000 tons. 
Taken altogether these astimates 
show a total of 148,056,416 tons of 
phosphatic material, which at the 

resent rate of produciicn, without 
urther discovery of new deposits, 
may be reasonably expected to last 
well into the next century. 

Although geologists have been 
aware of the existence of the product 
since 1842, it was not until after the 
close of the war that its commercial 
value as a powerful fertilizer was ad- 
equately understood. Its permanent 
establishment as a staple American 
industry dates from the period which 
marks the close of the war. The gen- 
eral introduction of this latest and 
most important product to the agri- 
culturists as a fertilizer, at once af 
fected the cost of the original super- 
phosphate by reducing it toa very ap 
preciable extent.

The uniformity of the composition 
of this variety of phosphate is one of 
its characteristic features and has ma. 

If the 
method of treatment of the natural] 
phosphate is imperfect an inferior 
product will be developed. The grade 
of the fertilizer is largely dependent 
on the size of the particles of phos- 
phatic matter, and, like oe 
when being prepared for paint, the 
finer they are ground in the process 
of manufacture, the more effective 
—, action will be as a fertilizing 
agent. 

here an eee ground phos. 
phate is present, a diminution of the 
soluble matter is the natural result, 
Ooarse or gritty particles which ap- 
pear in the ae are only partially 
acted upon by the sulphuric acid and 
when stored for a short period this 
condition is made apparent by an ex- 
cess of unacted upon tricalcic phos- 
hate remaiving inert. But the per- 
ection to which modern grinding 
mills have been brought by reducing 
the rock to an impalpable powder, 
leaves no excuse for such imperfect 
work and where such mills are not in 
use the best interests of the super- 
phosphate manufacturer are materi- 
7 njured thereby. 

nthe manufacture of superphos- 
phates of the animal variety the sub. 
stance is not reduced to a fine powder 
as in the mineral product, but ground 
80 that fragmentary particles may ap- 
pear in the compost to appease the 
eys of the consumer and assure him 
that genuine bone is really a consti- 
tuent part of the fertilizer; thus the 
action of the sulphuric acid on a con- 
siderable proportion of the phosphate 
is rendered ineffective and its assimi. 
lation with the soil and dispensation 
of its nourishing properties to the 
vegetable matter is necessarily mini 
mised, but the well known predilec.- 
tion of the farmer for tangible proof 
of the presence of the real animal sub- 
stance must be reckonized. Formerly 
in the manufacture of superphosphate 
from animal substances, very great 
adulteration was regularly practiced 
and is yet carried on to a variable ex 
tent. To the average English farmer 
a sample of this variety of superphos- 

hate submitted to him for inspection, 

acking visible — of the presence 
of bones, would be an indication of 
the spurionsness of the commodity. 
To meet this fastidiousness—a feature 
which has not been developed with- 
out cause—reputable manufacturers 
are compelled to grind the bones to a 
cost consistency so that this presence 
in the combination is perceptible. 

As already pointed out, bones re- 
duced to fineness are much more effi 
cient asa fertilizing factor, and the 

reat majority of the manufacturers 
nthe United Stated, as well as in 
England, whose integrity is above 
suspicion, could be safely trusted to 
perform this essential operation faith- 
=. but this is simply another sim 
lification of the majority being sub- 
ected to inconvenience—not to say 
suspicion of turning out adulterated 
goods -— owing to the responsible 
methods of the minority. Inthe end, 
however, it is the consumer who is 
really the loser, as less power is 
needed by the manufacturer to grind 
a refractory article to a coarse consis- 
tency than toa fine one. To such an 
extent was adulteration carried on in 
England a few years ago that a law 
was passed making it a punishable 
offense, which had the effect of prom- 
ptly checking it. The only sure way 
to avoid using an adulterated super- 
phosphate and to procure a genuine 
product made of choice materials, is 
to purchase a reputable brand, 
he strength of the acid in the 
manufacturing process is a matter of 
great (mportance, The composition 
of the Oarolina phosphates Soins 
known and its unifority recognized- 
the quantity and strength of the sul- 
phuric acid required to render the 
phosphate soluble is readily ascer- 
tained. To arrive at an accurate es- 
timate itis conceded that the reac 
tions will succeed each other in a cer- 
tain manner. If we suppose that 
moncalcic phosphate will result from 
the action of sulphuric acid on tri- 
calcic phosphate, and that phosphate 
of aluminum and iron will result 
from the reaction with the oxides of 
these metals we may proceed as fol- 
lows: rockon first, all the phosphoric 
acid as tricalcic phosphate ; an excess 
of lime will usually remain. If, how- 
ever, an excess of phosphoric acid is 
found, calculate ita equivalent in al- 
umina and deduct this from the 
amount present. We have then to 
find the amount of sulphuric acid re- 
quired by the tricaicic phosphate 
of lime, ferric oxide and alumina, It 
is a well known fact that no article io 
the market is more variable in its 
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chemical composition and physical 
condition than super phosphate. This 
is owing to various causes: a lack of 
uniformity in the work done; wasteful 
and improper methods; absence of 
systen etc,etc. The paradoxical asser- 
tion that no two fertilizer manufac 
turers manipulate the crude materials 
on the same basis of operation is war- 
ranted by existing conditions. Ina 
work entitled tie ‘Phosphates of 
America” by Francis yatt, the 
ablest treatise which has yet appeared 
on this subject, the author says: 
“The words acid phosphate, super- 
phosphate, water solubie phosphate, 
are all used to describe a product ob- 
tained by treating the raw phosphatic 
materils with a sufficient proportion 
of sulphuric acid to transform two 
out of their three molecules of lime 
into sulphate of lime, or gypsum, 
(OaSO,).”’ 

In treating the raw material the 
component parts must be thoroughly 
understood and this is only accom. 
plished by careful analysis. A given 
quantity of acid ia not suited to each 
parcel of raw material; its variability 
demands a corresponding proportion 
in every batch treated. It is there 
fore apparent that a _ theoretical 
amount of acid used regularly would 
in most cases produce an inferior pro- 
duct; either a wet pasty mass unfitted 
for the market for a prolonged period, 
or, on the other hand, a certain pro- 
portion of the material will be un- 
acted upsn and its efficiency as a 
fertilizer thus materially affected. In 
ths former case a larger proportion 
of acid is used than the physical pro- 
perties of the material requires and 
the contrary with regard to the latter 
Itis to this haphazard method that 






the producticn of the many inferior 
fertilizers may be traced. The result 
of Lage ony investigation, persued 
under many and varying conditions 
with regard to determining just 
what a defective phosphate is, has 
proved that next to aa insufficiency 
of the phosphoric acid itself,a lack or 
insufficiency of carbonate of lime is 
the most serious defect. This defect 
is augumented in the presence of iron 
and aluminain any form. A know- 
ledge of chemistry is an essential 
qualification in the correct manipu- 
lation in the ever varying com- 
position of our mineral phosphates; 
an uncertain product is the in- 
evitable result of work performed 
without the aid of the analyst. Pr.f. 
Wyatt conclusively proves that raw 
mineral phosphates containing a fair 
proportion of carbonate of lime may 
carry a high percentage of iron and 
alumina and yet yield a perfectly dry 
and pulverulent product, in which 
nearly all the phosphoric acid isin a 
readily soluble or available form. As 
&@ necessary consequence, while this 
amount of carbonate calls for an in- 
creased outlay of sulphuric acid 
thereby adding to ths cost of mapu- 
facturers, it is, nevertheless, in the 
end, a source of the truest kind of 
eeonomy and profit, 

The general principles which should 
govern the use of sulphuric acid in 
treating mineral phosphates are as 
follows: In order to procure a satis 
factory result it is necessary to add 
one particle of sulphuric acid for each 
particle of alumina and ferric oxide, 
the sulphuric acid calculate for the 
other constituents being sufficient to 
convert all phosphoric acid into non. 
calcic phosphates. Ordinarily the 
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amount of alkali and magnesia which 
the phosphate contains is not calcu- 
lated unless they exceed the amount 
of sulphate of calcium and the addi- 
tional lime must be deducted from 
the excess of lime before the equiva- 
lent in sulphuric acid can be correctly 
procured, The followlag are the con 
stituent parts of a phosphate and the 
relation to sulphuric acid of its vari- 
ous ingredients, assuming that cham- 
ber acid of 1°6 specific gravity con 
tains fifty five per cent. and acid of 
4pecific gravity 1°55, 61°6 per cent. of

It frequently happens that too 
much reiiance is placed on uopro- 
fessional judgment in this matter, 
the manuiacturer generally using as 
much sulphuric acid as he considers 
consistent with a dry product and 
although years of practical experi- 
ence might warrant important pro- 
ceduresin other manufacturing in- 
dustries without the aid of profes- 
sional skill, in this particular indus 
try, itis an improper and inadequate 
guide. In an improperly ground ma- 
terial a certain proportion of the 
mineral escapes the action of the 
acid. This fails to render the crude 











material soluble by means of which 
their constituents may be absorbed 
by the plants, and for which con. 
tingency consideration must be 
given. Aftera careful digest of the 
variations of phosphates usually em- 
ployed in the manufacture of super- 
phosphate, in view of the sulphuric 
acid used, it may be stated that the 
pure acid of the gravity 1 55 is the 
normal strength needed for econom- 
ical mapiplation, 

So that the acid may have ample 
opportunity to penetrate the mineral] 
mass it is of vitalimportance that the 
material be ground fine, otherwise, 
the process will be proportunately in 
complete and the resultant product 
inferiorin the same ratio. 

Several years ago experiments 
were made on dust of various de. 
grees of fineness but treated with the 
same proportion of acid, the follow- 
ing is the result which will doubtless 
be perused with interest by manufac.

Chemical Works in 1893. 


The chief inspector under the alKali, 
&c., works regulation act has an ex- 
tended area of inspection to deal with 
in the thirtieth report, which has just 
been issued. By the act of 1892 cer- 
tain processes of manufacture were 
added to those more closely allied to 
alkali. These were the Chance Claus 
sulphur recovery process, barium 
works, venetian red works, lead de- 
pesit works, arsenic works, nitrate 
and chloride of iron works, muriate 
acid works, a. works, tar works, 
felt works, and zinc works. These 
mainly are accountable for an increase 
of 270 in the works under inspection, 
bringing up the number in the United 
Kingdom to 1,703. Oonsiderable in- 
terest attaches to the processes which 
were brought under inspection by the 
1892 act, for they were all more or less 
responsible for an amount of atmos- 
pheric vitiation which is appalling 
now that itis ae pn in 
This is notably the case in regard to 
arsenic works. Of these, 36 are now 
registered in Cornwall and the weat- 
= Perr of Devonshire, and they 
produce 5,000 tons of arsenious acid 

r year, The ores from which this 
s sublimed may contain any or all of 
thefollowing: Arsenical pyrites, iron 
— copper pyrites, tinstone, wol- 

rame, blende, and galena, besides 
quartz and other non-metallic miner- 
als. The ore may yield from 12 to 20 
per cent. of arsenious acid. It is 
roasted in an ordinary reverberatory 
furnace, or in a rotating or revolving 
calciner, or in kilns. y whichever 
proeess the ore is roasted, the arsenic 
and sulphur are oxidised and driven 
off as arsenious and sulphurous acids, 
The arsenious acid is intercepted in 
chambers constructed in the course 
of the flue through which all the pro- 
ducts of combustion pass between the 
furnace and the chimneys. Some of 
these flues ui chimneys are over half 
& mile in length (3,000 feet,) and some - 
times more than 60,000 cubic feet in 
capacity. Here the arsenious acid or 
arsenic soot, as it is called, is deposit- 
ed; but a certain amount escapes 
through the chimney. and ts deposit- 
ed on the pastures in the vicivity, 
with what result to the cattle may be 
conjectured from the fact that one 
test of the chimney gases showed the 
presence of 7% grs. of the arsenic ina 
cubic foot of the gases. ‘This out- 
draught on reaching the cold strata of 
air in the neighborhood, produced 
small flasks of arsenic, which ‘‘were 
seen fdiling continually like a 
mild snow shower.’’ Oornish and 
Devon farmers patiently suffer- 
ed such snow showers for gen 
erations, but it is not astonish- 
ing that “the inspection of these works 
had been much called for by residents 
in the district.”” Tne insp: ctor found 
when he came to his new duties that 
many of the manufacturers had made 
praiseworthy efforts to reduge the 
nuisance, so that at one or two chim- 
neys attached to the longest flues 
only about 15-100 gr. of arsenious 
acid per cubic foot was passing into 
the atmosphere. Inthe refinery fur- 
naces 0 087 gr. of arsenious acid, and 
1°45 gr. of SU, per cubic foot were es- 
caping. Wet filters proved to be al- 
most useless, but an effective medium 
has been found in a tower or dry fil- 
ter packed with brushwood, gorse, 
and the like. This has reduced the 
escape of arsenic to 1 10 gr. per cubic

foot of gas on the average, and at the 
same time it has effec a@ consider- 
able saving of arsenic. Another nuls- 


ance connected with arsenic works is 
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he escape of nitrous vapors in the 
manufacture of arsenic acid, which is 
jatried on in East Lancashire and 
-Torkshire at six works. Itis extreme- 
ly difficult for the manufacturers to 

et rid of nitrous acid, and the prob- 
em is one which also afflicts those 
who make nitrate and perchloride of 
iron, now also under inspection. If 
sulphuric acid is made on the same 
spot the nitrous fumes can be directly 
utilized for the purpose of oxidation, 
but where that does not obtain a suc- 
cessful method of utilization is to lead 
the red fumes, together with steam 
and air, into columns packed with 
coke, The fumes are thus reoxidized, 
and brought back into the condition 
of nitric acid, the loss forom all causes 
being reduced to less than 5 per cent. 

Somewhat akin to the latter nuis 
ance is that produced in works where 
hydrochloric acid is used and no 
means adopted for prevpatiog the es- 
cape of waste acid. This obtained 
especially in the work of galvanizing, 
where chloride of iron liquors were 
run to waste, but are now treated by 
Turner’s process in which the iron 
salt is decomposed by heat, and the 
hydrochloric acid recovered by means 
of the well known wazh tower used in 
alkali Thus a 
works have come under inspection; 
80 also have thirty shoddy works in 
East Lancashire and Yorkshire, on 
account of the use of hydrochloric 
acid for separating cotton from woo 
in order that the latter may be util- 
ized for the manufacture of shoddy. 
Already there were seven works 
inspected which used the old process, 
but twenty-three using a newer 
method have now been added. The 
process depends upon the destruction 
of the cotton-fiber by hydrochloric 
acid gas. In the old method the rags 
are suspended in heated brick cham- 
bers, into which the gas is admitted, 
and after a time is drawn off through 
a condensing chimney. In the new 
method space, time and labor are 
economized by the use of revolving 
machines of rectangular section 
placed in a heated stove, the muriatic 
acid gas being introduced at the axis 
of the machine. This process is not 
suitable for every description of rags, 
the old method finding favor where 
the last amount of ee and 
loss of color are essential. “That it 
was necess to bring the new pro- 
cess under inspection is apparent 
from the fact that in the former 0°16 
gr. of HOl per cubic foot of conden- 
ser gases escaped, while in the latter 
the average is only 0°042 gr Fitteen 
Venetian red works have been reg 
istered for inspection. here the nuis 
ance is an escape of a mixture of sul- 

hurous and sulphuric acid gases 

rom the sulphate of iron roasting 
furnaces, any tons of sulphuric 
acid have in this way gone to waste 
and polluted the atmosphere; and 
the immediate result of inspection is 
the utilization of the waste in an in- 

nious way—Vviz., leading the mixed 
fot gases through a tower or cham- 
ber filled loosely with scrap-iron, the 
result being the formation of sul- 
phate of iron, which is vied again in 
making the venetion red. This pro- 
process is now On trial, and “‘appears 
likely to be successful.”’ 

Although there are 1,703 works in- 
spected under the act, at only 113 of 
these is alkali made, There is little 
of an untisual nature in the report 
for 1893. A further decline in the 
output of alkaliis in sympathy with 
the previous years, as the followin 
figures relating to the amount o 
salt decomposed by the Leblanc and 
ammonia soda processes show :

The progress of the ammonia or Sol- 
vay’s process appears to be steady, 
and it is evident from the above com- 
parison that the Leblano process is 
going back faster than the Solvay 
process goes forward—a circum- 
stance which is probably due to the 
restricting hand of she Alkali Union. 
All attempts to amalgamate the fun- 
damental ideas of the two processes 
have 80 far failed signally, The new 
process proposed by Mr. F. Gossage. 
of Widnes, still waits further devel- 
opment. “His first step is identical 
with that of Leblanc, but he uses no 
lime in his black ash furnace; he pro- 
duces ash similar to that of the am 
monia oo but he uses no am- 
monia; he produces bleaching pow- 
der, but makes no tank waste.” But 
so far this is not a commercial pro- 
cess. No progress in the production 
of chlorine by new processes has 
come under inspector’s observation 
during the year, but the nitric acid 
chlorine process of which much was 
expected, “lies under the shadow of 


1 | failure.” 


It was inevitable that the recovery 
of sulphur by the Ohance-Olaus pro- 
cess should become the subject of in- 
spection, for, at present, in spite of 
all endeavors to reduce waste, 15 per 
cent, of the sulphur contained in the 
alkali waste is converted into sul- 
phurous acid, part of which escapes, 
and there are also complaints of oc 
casional escades of sulphuretted hy- 
drogen. These will decrease, how- 
ever, in the course of time, as in- 
spection has invariably been followed 
by improved working. The notable 
point about the matter is that 31,500 
tons of sulphur were recovered last 
year, which represents an immense 
saving in itself, and removes from 
the face of the earth hundreds of tons 
of tank waste—the vilest and most 
objectionable excresence of the al- 
kali districts. Nemesis has reached 
the ownersof the ground upon which 
tank waste has been deposited—the 
1892 Act empowers inspection of such 
deposits. That this is necessary is 
shown by a case reported by an in- 
spector in which a heap, which has 
not b en added to for fifty years is 
still a nuisance, exuding the stinkin 
yellow solution of sulphides, an 
throwing off clouds of sulphuretted 
hydrogen into the atmosphere. Grad- 
ually such deposits will be worked 
off. and no more will be formed, for 
tank waste which is not treated 
chemically is now sent out to sea. 

The report also deals at some 
length with tar distillation works, 
this chiefly, however, in relation to 
the workmen’s health and safety, and 
in connection with the allied am- 
monia industry the chief inspector 
remarks that there are now 427 works 
devoted to ‘“‘this formerly most of- 
fensive manufacture,’’ now #80 con- 
ducted that “the public may be said 
to be quite ignorant of their pres- 
ence.” These works produced last 
year 152,762 tons of sulphate of am- 
monia, representing a value of more 
than £2,000.000, all of which was 
formerly run to waste, but now helps 
to make farming less of a failure than 
it threatens to be in these degen 
erate times.— Chemist and Druggist.
